A tlanta, Feb. 24.—in an address to 
spot holders President H arvie Jordan 
of the Southern Cotton Association has 
this to suggest: 
About the middle of last November 
the Southern Cotton association ad­ 
vised all spot holders to demand 15 
cents per pound, basis middling, for 
the balance of the unsold portion of 
the present crop and 
pledges 
were 
asked for ninety days. T he mammoth 
cotton convention held at 
New 
Or­ 
leans Jan. l l . 12 and 13, 1906, passed 
a resolution 
unanim ously 
endorsing 
th'* holding m ovem ent for 15 cents and 
advocated the continued holding of the 
unsold portion of the crop for that 
price independent of the 90-day pled"* 
big. 
The executive com m ittee of the 
association subsequently endorsed the 
action of the convention and all spot. 
holders w ere earnestly asked to stand 
firm until a maximum price of 15 cents 
was offered. 
Remem ber one year ago 
cotton sold a t 7 cents per pound in 
February and advanced to over IO 
cents early in July in the face of a 
14 000,000-bale crop. 
This year 
the 
crop is 3,500.000 bales less. Consump­ 
tion is far gerater tin* year than last. 
and tile prices of all lines of cotton 
goods abnorm ally high, 
lf the small 
balance of the cotton now held is sold 
for 15 cents the whole crop will not 
average over HVi cents per 
pound. 
Receipts will soon drop off heavily and 
a stronger m arket will be had. 
"Do not rush your cotton on the m ar­ 
ket, but hold it and, win out in the 
great struggle th ta is on between the 
spot holders on the one side and spec­ 
ulators, spinners and buyeis on the 
other."
